In response to the Election of Species Requirement mailed May 17, 2005, Applicants 
provisionally elect, with traverse, Species One, Figures 2-6, for examination on the merits in 
the present application. Claims 29, 30, 39, 40, 42, 43, and 44 are identified as readable on 
Species One. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Election of Species Requirement because the PTO 
has not carried forward its burden of proof to establish that searching and examining the 
claims corresponding to the noted figures would be an undue burden.
